would resign from the League of Na- 
tions If a special session of that body 
were called on the Italo-Ethiopian 
conflict—but a special session ap- 
pears likely because of the 
break- 


down in the conciliation commission 
proceedings. 


A resolution 
adopted 
by 
the 


League Council May 25 provided a 
special session of the council should 
be called July 25 if the Italo-Ethio- 
pian arbitrators failed to reach an 
agreement and failed to appoint a 
fifth arbitrator to act as umpire. 


It also provided for a council ses- 


sion August 25, at all events, if the 
dispute had not been settled by that 
time . 
Today the Italo-Ethiopian Concilia- 


tion Commission, meeting at Sche- 
venlngen, Netherlands, decided 
to 


suspend Its sessions 
indefinitely. 


The commission members arranged 
to depart immediately. 
It was not Immediately 
clear 


* whether the commission, in deciding 


to adjourn indefinitely, intended not 
to take up the problem of arbitra- 
tion or of naming a fifth member. 


If this should prove to 
be the 


case, the council will have to decide 
whether it 
should 
meet 
before 


August 25 to deal with the dispute. 


The dispute between Italy and the 


African empire already has gravely 
affected the work of economic and 
financial experts who are 
meeting 


here privately to, study the feasabll- 
Ity of imposing .economic and finan- 
cial penalties on nitlbrw endangering 
peace through the repudiations of in- 
ternational treaties. 


That Inquiry was- ordered by the 


iSeague Council as a sequence*'to 
Germany's repudaitlon of the mili- 
tary clauses of the Versailles treaty. 


Diplomatic quarters heard that the 


British, delegates to this session had 
advocated applying economic and 
financial measures of "restrain" on 
a violator but that an Italian dele- 
gate had argued that such applica- 
tion was impracticable.

A survey of the damage caused by 


Sunday's heavy rainfall Indicated that 
the principal damage In the county 
was confined to an area in the north- 
ern and northeastern section of the 
county. 
The lower portions of the 


county escaped damage of any con- 
siderable amount and up In Denning 
where two years ago a very serious 
flood condition existed there appears 
to have been but little damage. Wa- 
ter was reported very high by Super- 
visor George of Denning but no par- 
ticular damage except for

washouts. In Hardenbergh there was 
no severe damage. 


Shandakea whlch^suffered very se- 


verely from the'floods of a couple of 
years ago escaped the brunt of the 
storm and while there was some dam- 
age by high water there was nothing 
of a serious nature in the town ex- 
cept in the northeastern portion of 
the town.

Matthews, u minonty member, and 
signed by him did not carry the sig- 
nature of Francis W. lleimerle, the 
other minonty member. 


Harr> H. Klemming, termed by Mr. 


Matthews in the report as "the new 
Republican President," 
was 
inter- 


viewed this morning concerning this 
departure from regular procedure in 
having two separate reports, and said 
that he believed !ha' the minority 
report resulted from a separate visit 
of tho minority 
members 
to 
the 


source of Kingston's water supply, 
whereas heretofore the board had 
made the inspection trip as a group. 


Mr. Flemming explained that in 


the past the board had agreed to visit 
the source and filter system 
as a 


group, talk o\er what should be done 
and verbally agree to the plans ap- 
proved. 
Tins year an attempt was 


made to get the board together for 
the trip, and the time was changed 
from afternoon to morning to suit 
Mr. Matthew's convenience, but that 
Mr. Matthews did not show up for 
the trip. Mr Heimcrlo had previous- 
ly stated thai he would not be able 
to say for sure he could make the 
trip in the morning but would try.

Fire Risk 


By BROOKE PETERS CHURCH 
Apartment nouses, hotels, schools 


and institutions usually are care- 
fully equipped with fire-escapes. Fur- 
thermoie the> are, as far as pbssible, 
built of fireproof materials. Pri- 
vate houses, ho A ever, are seldom 
equipped with any of the parapher- 
nalia of fire-escape or preveutlou. In 
the country especially the flre risk 
is very great and the chance ot sav- 
ing the frame houses, many of them 
old and like tinder, is often very 
slim. 


This should always be kept in 


mind and especially where there are 
little children One child may beg 
for an attic room Before he is given 
it. however, the.means ot egress in 
case of flre shou.d be looked into. If 
there is a series of roofs he may be 
ahls to get out very easily, but if 
his windows open on a sheer three- 
story drop, the situation is at once 
changed He should be supplied with 
a rope and a hook on which to fas- 
ten it 


Sometimes even second-floor room* 


•re too far from the groundjor an 
easy drop, or screens maj-'prevent a 
•wift exit Th-jse details tqo'sbonld 
be looked into To lepend on stairs 
which are very-ap't to become a shaft 
fo« smoke and flames is very haz- 
ardous. A tiny baby's room should 
be easy to get to and out of Some- 
one must be able to reach the child 
quickly and carry it to safety with- 
out going through smoke and heat. 


It is a good »dea to explain to 


every member cf the household Just 
what to do in case of flre. An occa- 
sional drill might be an advantage 
In accustoming each in the pro- 
cedure. An added precaution of flre- 
extinguishers on eacii floor at points 
where they are easy to reach is ex- 
cellent. The extinguisher should be 
Inspected at regulai intervals to be 
•are that It Is-filled and In working 
order.

Flood Conditions 


In Shady Valley 


The wont flood condition in the 


Shady Valley since September 11, 
1905, reached 1U peak about 11:10 
Sunday evening. July 7. washing 
away trees, building*, and 
feneea, 


and undermining bridges; causing 
untold damage throughout the entire 
valley. 


The bridge at the turn of the state 


road as one enters the valley was 
closed to traffic by the State Depart- 
ment, which deemed It unsafe due to 
water washing away the foundation 
of one abutment and causing the 
bridge to list to one side. The small 
bridge that connects the valley road 
with the state highway was also, 
listing a bit; while the large Iron 
bridge on the road up the mountain 
was left standing in the middle of 
the raging torrent as both approaches 
were partially washed out and a tree 
trunk was deposited on the center of 
the bridge Itself. 
Numerous small 


culverts were also rendered useless 
ae the volume of water became so 
great that the drains would not 
take all of the water and debris that 
drifted .down to them. 


From the corner of Reynolds barn 


up to the Turning Mill, the creek 
changed its course and took to the 
center of the road, completely wash- 
ing out the roadbed, the fence and 
part of the Vosburgh lawn, and the 
boiler room of the Reynolds sawmill. 
The large boiler which furnishes the 
power for the sawmill was moved 
from Its' foundation and quantities 
of newly-sawed hemlock and oak 
lumber were carried downstream and 
strewn about together with pieces of 
picket fence and parts of small 
buildings. The water also raced 
down the road past the old glass 
factory building, tearing deep holes 
ia the road bed, but never moving 
the old factory building Itself. 


The road leading up the mountain 


from the Shady Valley to Meads 
Mountain House and the Overlook 
was completely washed out' in places, 
one spot in particular in the vicinity 
of the Lincoln MacDanlel house 
being -turned from a country road 
into a creek bed from • five to six 
feet below the' original surface ol 
:he road. At this place a' small 
bridge over a little brook caught 
and held some brushwood, thus 
forming a dam which turned the 
water from the old creek bed into 
the road, and although this un- 
doubtedly saved a new two-car 
garage belonging to Guzemans, it 
made a miniature rugged canyon 
out of the roadbed and 
cut off 


travel from the mountain homes to 
the valley below. 


The Vosburg dam which has with- 


stood many floods and which fur- 
nished water power lor the turning 
mill, was completely swept away to- 
gether with a section of the mill-race. 
To the person who did not know 
where such a. dam existed, It would 
be' a hard task to find any trace of 
it, 'except for the debris which has 
been left on the banks of the stream 
in the lower part of the valley. The 
Fern Hollow road was also rendered 
useless as the water carried away 
the: small--wooden bridges and tore 
deep holes in the road. A two-car 
garage belonging to Mrs. Carrie 
Hoyt, and situated at the junction of 
the state road and the valley road, 
•directly across from Burhans* gen- 
eral store, folded like a house of 
cards and was carried some distance 
awky. Electric service was suspended 
for about 14 hours as poles were left 
dangling in mid-stream. 


Most of the older residents of the 
Shady district stated that they con- 
sidered this flood to be the worst that 
they had ever experienced, and many 
compared it with the September 
flood of 1905, and decided that the 
damage was much greater from this 
•present-day flood than that of 30 
years ago. 


. Incendiarism is at a relatively low 
ebb', and is farther declining. In- 
vestigations and prosecutions are be- 
ing made more efficiently, and with 
better results. Weak and Ineffectual 
arson laws have been corrected anu 
strengthened. Public officials, espe- 
cially 
prosecuting attorneys, are 


showing themselves to 'be much more 
determined than In the past to 
stamp out the Are-bug.

Police said, however, that none was 
injured. 


After the collision, the burning

Raleigh, N. C., July 9 (IP)—While 


Federal experts experimented with a 
•accine—now tested lor the flrst 
time on a large scale—steps were 
under way in various quarters today 
:o check the 
spread of 
infantile 


paralysis in North Carolina. 


The number of cases which have 


been reported In the state this year 
stood at 320. All but a few have 
flared up since May 1. The outbreak, 
lowever, was concentrated largely 
In a ten-county area In the east- 
central part of the state. 


Health authorities said the inci- 


dence of the disease elsewhere In 
the state, particularly in the eastern 
and western parts, was no more than 
normal. A few cases appear In the 
state each year, they eald. 


A number of public meetings in 


the affected areas have been 
can- 


celled or postponed. 


At Greensboro 100 children have 


been selected by Dr. A. G. Gllliam 
of the U. S- Public Health Service 
for the vaccine experiment. Fifty 
will be vaccinated and the other 50 
will not receive immunization. Each, 
however, will undergo blood tests to 
determine his susceptibility. 


After five weeks each child vac- 


cinated and each child in the unvac- 
cinated group will be given addi- 
tional blood tests to ascertain if the 
unvacctnated group, through contact 
with the immunized group, has built 
up an Immunity of its own. 


Although a few scattered 
cases 


have been reported in South Caro- 
lina, the board of health of 
that 
state decided at a meeting last night 
no precautionary measures there 
were necessary. The incidence of the 
malady in South Carolina .was de- 
scribed as "normal."
